HEALTH  SERVICES. 


The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child  V/elfare 
Centre,  a School  Clinic  and  a Tuberculosis  Clinic  at  its  premises  at 
No.  50,  HolydjT-ke. 


Maternity  Homes  are  provided  by  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes. 


An  ambulance  operated  by  the  County  Council  is  stationed 
at  the  County  Fire  Station,  Holydyke,  and  is  available  for  the 
residents  of  Barton  and  the  surrounding  district. 

Accommodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  the 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Brumby  and  elsewhere. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  at  Lincoln. 


V/ATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  from  the  V/aterworks  is  good,  and  about  65^ 
of  the  houses  in  the  Town  are  connected  with  the  mains.  The  rest  of 
the  houses  are  supplied  by  pumps  and  wells. 

The  routine  sampling  of  water  from  wells  in  the  district, 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  has  been  carried  out.  This  revealed 
pollution  in  certain  cases.  Action  was  taken  where  necessary  to 
provide  a supply  of  water  from  the  public  main. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION . 


Tho  Council  employs  1 full-time  Surveyor,  1 full-time 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  1 part-time  Medical  Officer. 


Tho  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  v;ater  closets  is 
proceeding  steadily  in  tho  built-up  area  of  the  tov;n. 

Collection  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  has  been  improved 
following  delivery  of  a new  vehicle  for  this  work, 

A Mortuary  is  provided  and  post-mortem  examinations  can  be 
efficiently  carried  out  in  it.

Tho  remedying  of  defects  in  dwelling-houses  has  boon  upon 
complaint  only  as  was  the  case  in  tho  previous  year.  In  most  cases 
tho  work  has  boon  carried  out  by  owners  after  an  informal  approach. 

It  was  necessary,  however,  in  a numbor  of  cases  to  take  statutory 
action  to  got  tho  work  done. 

Tho  complete  survey  which  is  required  to  ascertain^ tho 
true  housing  situation  in  tho  district  has  been  commenced.  ^ Owing  to 
tho  magnitude  of  this  work  it  will  bo  some  time  before  details  can  be 
made  available.  It  is  possible,  however,  at  this  stage  to  list 
certain  unfit  houses  which  should  be  dealt  with  at  tho  earliest 
opportunity. 

Tho  figures  relating  tc  overcrowding  are  taken  from 
available  records.  Again  tho  true  position  could  only  be  ascertained 
after  an  overcrowding  survey. 

HOOD  INSPHCTION  AND  FOOD  PREI^JISHS . 

FOOD  PRmiSDS. 

Tho  general  standard  of  food  promises  is  fairly 
satisfactory,  although  some  arc  very  old  property  lacking  in  modern 
amenities  and  services. 

The  Council  adopted  Byelaws  regulating  tho  Handling, 
Vtopping  etc.  of  Food  during  the  year  and  it  is  proposed  tc  carry  out 
complete  inspections  of  all  food  premises  to  ensure  that  tho  relevant 
parts  of  tho  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  tho  Byelaws  are  being 
complied  with. 

ICr.  CRFiM. 

During  tho  year  attention  was  paid  to  tho  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream.  Tho  registration  in  respect  f one  manufacturer 
was  cancelled  as  tho  premises  wore  found  to  bo  unsuitable  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  used.  Regular  samples  wore  taken  both 
from  manufacturers  and  vendors  and  those  proved  reasonably 
satisfactory.  The  details  of  samples  taken  are  shown  in  tho  table 
appended  on  page  5.

The  introduction  of  conparativoly  conplicatod  apparatus  for 
tho  hoat  troatnont  of  ico  croam  nakos  it  ossontial  for  a proper 
cloansinc  and  sterilising  routine  to  "be  strictly  adhered  to  in  order 
to  obtain  a satisfactory  product.  This  is  a point  of  tho  utmost 
importance  to  manufacturers  using  this  typo  of  plant.

The  total  weight  of  meat  found  to  he  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  17  tons  12  cwts  which  included  10  tons  8 cwts  from 
casualties  admitted  for  omorgoncy  slaughter. 


262  visits  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  were  mado  to 
the  slaughterhouse  during  the  year. 

Tho  Ministry  of  Food  propose  to  provide  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities,  including  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  for 
the  uso  of  persons  employed  at  the  slaughterhouse,  early  in  1951. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  these  facilities,  long ^ overdue, 
aro  to  he  provided,  as  they  constitute  tho  absolute  minimum  which  an 
ostablishment  of  this  sort  should  possess. 


WATFR  SUPPLY. 

Fight  samples  of  water  from  tho  Public  Supply  were  taken 
during  tho  year  and  sent  for  hactoriological  examination.  Tho  report 
on  each  sample  was  satisfactory. 

During  tho  year  83  samples  of  water  wore  taken  from  pumps  in 
tho  district  with  a viow  to  obtaining  information  about  tho  quality  of 
private  water  supplies.  Many  of  those  pumps  aro  supplied  by  boros 
which  ponotrato  to  tho  water  bearing  chalk.  Some  of  those  boros  aro 
practically  artesian  during  tho  winter  and  oarly  Spring. 

Of  tho  private  water  supplies  which  wero  sanplod,  eight  wore 
found  to  bo  seriously  polluted  and  a supply  of  water  from  the  main  was 
installed  in  oach  case.  These  eight  unsatisfactory  supplies  served  a 
total  of  thirty  five  houses. 

In  addition  to  those  cases  where  pump  supplies  were  found  to 
bo  unsatisfactory,  a number  of  houses  were  provided  with  piped 
supplies,  usually  in  conjunction  with  tho  conversion  of  earth  closets 
to  water  closets. 

Approximately  85^  of  houses  in  tho  district  now  havo  a pipQ^ 
water  supply:  62^  having  an  internal  supply  and  23fb  an  external 

communal  supply.  Tho  ronaining  15^  is  supplied  by  pumps  and  boros.

The  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets  has  been 
continued  during  the  year,  a total  of  81  conversions  being  carried^ out 
Of  these  41  were  carried  out  voluntarily  with  the  aid  cf  the ^Cr uncil ’ s 
grant  and  40  were  carried  cut  after  service  of  Statutory  Notices.  In 
the  scccnd  case,  the  Council  paid  one  half  cf  the  reasonable  cost. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  RT^PORT  (Continued)  . 

Apart  Iron  the  obvious  public  health  advantages  of  those ^ conversions , 
the  effect  on  collection  costs  of  systoraatic  conversion  is  now 
appreciable.  This  point  is  dealt  with  further  in  the  next  section. 
Suiaorvisicn  of  this  work  included  252  visits  of  inspection. 

It  sh-uld  be  noted  that  the  f-ur  privy  vaults  remaining 
in  the  collection  area  v/ero  converted  to  water  closets  during  the 
year. 


Included  in  the  figure  of  80  pail  closets  repaired,  are  28 
closets  which,  during  the  immediate  post-war  period,  had  boon 
provided  with  wooden  rocoptaclos  of  varying  design.  These  were 
replaced  by  standard  galvanised  iron  pails. 

RNFUSN  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  delivery  in  April,  1950,  of  a new  Dennis  10* cubic  yard 
refuse  collection  vehicle  enabled  collection  of  house  refuse  and 
night soil  to  bo  rc-organisod. 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  2,000  houses, 
and  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

Nightscil  collection  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Dennis 
refuse  collector  instead  of  by  horse  and  tumbler  cart.  The  much 
greater  mobility  of  this  vehicle  as  compared  with  ho-rse-drawn  ^ 
vehicles  has  enabled  this  work  to  be  done  in  a shorter  time  ana  has 
reduced  the  annual  cost  per  earth  closet  by  20^. 

The  condition  ":f  the  Council’s  tip  has  improved  during  the 
year  as  a large  quantity  of  soil  for  covering  exposed  refuse  ha>s  been 
obtained.  Large  surface  accuraulations  ef  heavy  refuse  has-been 
levelled  by  a light  bulldozer  hired  for ^ the  purpose  and  soil  has  been 
spread  by  the  same  moans.  This  method  is  most  efficient  anc. 
provided  there  is  sufficient  work  to  justify  hiring  for  a reasonable 
period,  it  is  cheaper  than  using  manual  labour. 

It  is  hoped  to  obtain  further  quantities  of  soil  during 
the  coming  year  to  form  a stock  pile  for  further  covering  as  it 
becomes  necessary. 

RODDNT  CONTROL. 

It  became  apparent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  that  rat 
infestation  wa.s  increasing  to  such  an  extent  that  a systema.tic 
campaign  was  necessary  to  control  their  further  spread. 

The  Council  decided  to  provide  a free  service  to  private 
houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  iict, 
1949,  and  caused  a systematic  house  to  house  exciminaticn  to  bo 
coicmonced  in  October.  This  was  done  by  the  Cv  uncil’s  Roc.ont 
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SANITiiRY  INSPr,CTOR^S  REPORT  ( CcntinuocT)  . 

Oporativo  whc  also  visitod  all  othor  property  for  tho  sano  purpose. 
V/hen  infestations  wore  discovered  they  wore  treated,  those  in  tho 
property  other  than  private  houses  being  done  at  tho  expense  of  and  by 
agroonont  with  tho  occupiers. 

Many  of  tho  larger  infestations,  particularly  in  tho 
older  parts  of  tho  town,  wore  found  to  bo  duo  to  obsolete  defective 
drainage  systons,  and  in  those  cases  stops  wore  taken  to  ronedy  tho 
defects. 

Tho  table  below  gives  details  of  properties  inspected, 
found  to  bo  infested  and  treated.

Approxinatoly  one  half  of  the  properties  in  the  town  have 
boon  dealt  with  so  far.  It  is  anticipated  that  tho  survey  will  bo 
cciaplotcd  early  in  1951.

SANITARY  INSPBCTOR. 


It  will  bo  noted  that  tho  rate  of  building  of  now  houses 
by  tho  Council  has  been  naintainod  with  a consequent  raising  of  tho 
general  housing  standard  in  the  district.  Much  renains  to  bo  done, 
however,  with  tho  sub-standard  cottages  which  exist  in  many  parts  of 
tho  district.
